ALLEGED MURDER AT OAK HILL

Charged by the verdict of a coro- 


ner's jury with 
responsibility 
for 


the dsath of her husband in Oak Hill 
last Saturday morning, Mrs. Albert 
Myers of that city was taken in 
charge by Sheriff Morris and carried 
to the county jail at DeLand to await 
trial in the circuit court. 


Reports are that Mrs. Myers held 


a shotgun close to the head of her 
lusband while he was asleep in bed 
«arly Saturday morning and 
pulled 


the .trigger, the charge literally tear- 
Ing away the whole back part of the 
head and scattering the man's brains 
over the bed and the walls of the 
room. The shooting is said to have 
been witnessed by the 11 year old son 
-of the couple, who was in the room 
at the time, but did not realize what 
•his mother was doing until after the 
total shot had been fired. 


The cause for the act is not known, 


but quarrels between the husband and 
•wife are said to have been frequent. 


It is said that Mrs. Myers claims 


she was sweeping out the room and 
the broom hit the ran, which was 
standing in the corner of the room. 
that it was discharged as it fell, the 
load striking the man in the head as 
he lay asleep in bed. 


The Myers family is said to have 


come to Oak Hill from over around 
Sanford about a year ago. The man 
was engaged in fishing and the family, 
consisting of three children, lived in 
a houseboat. 
Domestic troubles are 


said to have been frequent by people 
living in that vicinity, .when the I 
woman was at home, which wasn't 
much of the time. 
The woman had 


been away from home much of 
the 


time since they moved to Oak Hill, 
but returned there recently. 


The tragedy has stirred'the people 


of Oak Hill more than anything in 


f recent years. Feeling ig said to be 
• strong against the woman, as the man 
; is said to have borne a good reputa- 


•. tion among the people of that section. 
; 
Soon after the death of the man a 


• coroner's jury was summoned by 
1 Justice Dyall, who examined witnesses 


• «nd the jury returned a verdict that 
. Albert Myers met death at the hands 


of his wife. The sheriff was notified 
and the woman was taken to DeLand 
and lodged in the county jail. 


The body of the man was buried 


at Oak Hill, funeral services being 


. held Saturday afternoon.

following statement having been given 
out: ' 


Columbia college. Lake City, that 


for efeven years has been the recog- 
nized Baptist college of the state, 
will be given up and the Baptists 
will throw their support in Florida 
to Stetson university, DeLand, accord- 
ing to the decision of a committee 
named at the last Baptist state con- 
vention, announces Dr. W. C. Duke. 
Under thefnew arrangement a major- 
ity of Stetson's trustees must 
be 


Baptists residing in Florida and the 
Baptist convention will approve 
the 


election of all trustees before they 
take office. It is believed the merger 
will give Stetson fully 800 students 
the coming year. 


Under the terms of the merger, the 


Baptists of Florida will throw their 
support to Stetson, which is located 
at DeLand. Trustees for the first 
term under the combination have been 
chosen but the names have ;iot been 
finally approved, and until the con- 
vention seats these officers the names 
will not be announced. 


Dr. Lincoln Hulley, president 
of 


Stetson, will continue as executive 
head of the institution. Faculty plans 
have not been announced but a strong 
personnel will be chosen and 
the 


curriculum of the university will be 
considerably 
extended. 
Plans are 


being made to acommodate probably 
eight hundred students during 
the 


next term, which begins September 16. 
Students who had been enrolled for 
Columbia will be transferred to Stet- 
son. 


Through the merge_r the JBaptists

AW ON WEARING OF 


U. S. ARMY UNIFORM 


Owing to the many requests that 


ha\e been received by the war de- 
partment from honorably discharge 
soldiers regarding wearing of the um 
form on special occasions, the depart 
n\ent calls attention to the law gov 
erning the matter, which follows. 


"Any person who served in the Unit 


ed States army, navy or marine corps 
in the present war may, upon hou 
orable discharge and return to civil 
life, permanently retain one complete 
suit of outer 
uniform clothing, in 


jluding the overcoat and such articles 
of personal apparel and equipment as 
may be authorized, respectively by the 
secretary of war or the secretary of 
the navy "and may wear such uniform 
clothing after such discharge: Pro 
vided. that the uniform above refer- 
red to shall include some distinctive 
mark or insigna to be prescribed, re- 
spectively by the secretary of war or 
he secretary of the navy, such mark 
>r insignia to be issued, respectively 
by the war department or navy de- 
partment to all enlisted personnel so 
discharged. 
The word 'navy' shall 


nclude the officers and enlisted per- 
onnel of the coast guard who have 
erved with the navy during the pres- 
nt war. 
"That the provisions of this act shall 


apply to all persons who served in 
he United States army, navy or ma- 
rine corps during the present war, 


onorably discharged since April 6, 
917. And in cases where such cloth- 
ng and uniforms have been restored

in such condition as to demand im- 
mediate repairs, and recommended 
that the bridge be closed Considering 
what it would mean to the people of 
Xew Srajrna ami Coronado to close 
the bridge at this time. 1 took up the 
matter with the chief engineer, and 
secured from him plans for the 
im- 


mediate repairs that would be neces- 
sary lor the safety of the public, the 
engineer agreeing to allow the bridge 
to remain open provided the repairs 
were made and the passage of only 
one automobile at a time be allowed 
over the bridge, and at a speed not 
eo exceed five miles per hour. 


The matter of repairs was 
taken 


up with W. E. Connor and it is ex- 
pected that the repairs will be made 
af once. 


The bridge is in bad condition, but 


if the restrictions placed on traffic 
are observed, there will be no acci- 
dents.

man the other day. "It's all right for 
a light luncheon, but somehow I never 
feel that it is really nutritious For 
real food give me good old beef."

stated by H. F. Taylor, a scientist ot 
the bureau of fisheries, who tells us 
that pound for pound there is nearly 
if not quite as much protein in fish 
meat as in beefsteak. Oily fish, like 
shad, herring and eels, are especially 
nutritious, affording a large quantity 
«f fat as well as protein. Fish roes 
contain more protein than beef, with 
some fat. Fish meat is quite as easily 
digested as other meat, and is a salt- 
ble form of protein for sedentary 
workers.

pure water is fit to eat, the only ob- 
jection being to some varieties being 
toughness and coarse texture, which 
can be remedied by proper cooking.

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MYERS WOMAN HELD 
f OR HUSBAND'S DEATH 


ALLEGED MURDER AT OAK HILL 


LAST 
SATURDAY 
CAUSE 
OF 


WOMAN BEING HELD IN COUN- 


TY JAIL. 


Charged by the verdict of a coro- 


ner's jury with 
responsibility 
for 


the death ot her husband in Oak Hill 
last Saturday morning, Mrs. Albert 
Myers of that city was taken in 
charge by Sheriff Morris and carried 
to the county jail at DeLand to await 
trial in the circuit court. 


Reports are that Mrs. Myers held 


a shotgun close to the head of her 
husband while he was asleep in bed 
«arly Saturday morning and pulled 
the .trigger, the charge literally tear- 
Ing away the whole back part of the 
head and scattering the man's brains 
over the bed and the walls of the 
room. The shooting is said to have 
been witnessed by the 11 year old son 
-ot the couple, who was in the room 
at the time, but did not realize what 
•his mother was doing until after the 
fatal shot had been fired. 


The cause for the act is not known, 


but quarrels between the husband and 
wife are said to have been frequent. 


It is said that Mrs. Myers claims 


she was sweeping out the room and 
the broom hit the gun, which was 
standing in the corner ot the room. 
that it was discharged as it fell, the 
toad striking the man in the head as 
he lay asleep in bed. 


The Myers family is said to have 


come to Oak Hill from over around 
Sanford about a year ago. The man 
was engaged in fishing and the family, 
consisting of three children, lived in 
a houseboat. Domestic troubles are 
said to have been frequent by people 
living in that vicinity, . when the 
woman was at home, which -wasn't 
much of the time. The woman had 
been away from home much of 
the 


time since they moved to Oak Hill, 
but returned there recently. 


The tragedy has stirred'the people 


of Oak Hill more than anything in 
recent years. Feeling is said to be 
strong against the woman, as the man 
is said to have borne a good reputa- 
tion among the people of that section. 


Soon after the death of the man a 


coroner's jury was summoned by 
Justice Dyall, who examined witnesses 
•and the jury returned a verdict that 
Albert Myers met death at the hands 
of his wife. The sheriff was notified 
and the woman was taken to DeLand 
and lodged in the county jail. 


The body of the man was buried 


at Oak Hill, funeral services being 
Tieid Saturday afternoon.

WILL HAVE BI8 YEAR 


MERGER OF COLUMBIA COLLEGE 


WITH UNIVERSITY WILL GIVE 


DELAND SCHOOL A BIG ENROLL- 


MENT. 


Formal 
announcement 
has been 


made of the merger of Columbia col- 
lege, the Florida Baptist convention 
and Stetson university at DeLand, the 
following statement having been given 
out: ' 


Columbia college. Lake City, that 


for efeven years has been the recog- 
nized Baptist college of the state, 
will be given up and the Baptists 
will throw their support in Florida 
to Stetson university, DeLand, accord- 
ing to the decision of a committee 
named at the last Baptist state con- 
vention, announces Dr. W. C. Duke. 
Under th6"feew arrangement a major- 
ity of Stetson's trustees must 
be 


Baptists residing in Florida and the 
Baptist convention will approve the 
election of all trustees before 
they 


take office. It is believed the merger 
will give Stetson fully 800 students 
the coming year. 


Under the terms ot the merger, the 


Baptists of Florida will throw their 
support to Stetson, which is located 
at DeLand. Trustees for the first 
term under the combination have been 
chosen but the names have not been 
finally approved, and until the con- 
vention seats these officers the names 
will not be announced. 


Dr. Lincoln Hulley, president 
of 


Stetson, will continue as executive 
head of the institution. Faculty plans 
have not been announced but a strong 
personnel will be chosen and 
the 


curriculum of the university will be 
considerably extended. 
Plans are 


being made to acommodate probably 
eight hundred students during 
the 


next term, which begins September 16. 
Students who had been enrolled for 
Columbia will be transferred to Stet- 


son. 


Through the merger the ^Baptists 


are assured of freedom from financial 
straits in the operation of their school, 
Stetson J>eing an endowed institu- 
tion of considerable wealth. 
John. 


B. Stetson is the principal donor, hav- 
ing set aside a considerable fund a 
number of years ago for the school, 
while the Flagler estate also assists 
in its maintenance. 
The plant is 


estimated at a valuation of about two 
million dollars. ' The Baptists of the 
state will turn their financial aid 
which formerly went to Columbia, to 
the merged institution and it will 
also benefit materially from the seven- 
ty-nve-million-dollar fund now being 
raised by the Baptists of the 
south 


for all church institutions.

Columbia college, has accepted 
the 


chair of Latin at Mercer university, 
Macon, Ga.. and will begin his duties 
there with the opening of the fall 
semester.

FRUIT COMPETITION FROM ITALY 


IS FEARED AND STEPS 
ARE 


TAKEN TO INCREASE IMPORT 


DUTY. 


According to reports from Washing- 


ton support of the Florida citrus in- 
dustry is sought in an effort to get 
an increase in the import duty on 
citrus fruits, especially oranges, grape- 
fruit and lemons, from foreign coun- 
tries. Rep. Randall of California has 
introduced a bill doubling the present 
duty, which is now being considered 
by the house ways and means com- 
mittee. 


Chairman Fordney o£ the ways and 


means committee which is in charge 
of tariff matters has promised Rep. 
Randall that when commodity hear- 
ings are resumed before his commit- 
tee early in September that one of tie 
first dates will be given to the citrus 
interests. 
Personally he is strongly 


in favor of giving the American cit- 
rus industry all the protection 
it 


needs to put it on a fair competitive 
basis with the other countries which 
have cheap labor supply. 


Ruinous competition from Italy is 


especially feared. 
Rep Randall has 


invited the Florida congressional del- 
egation to co-operate with him and to 
suggest to leaders of tlie citrus indus- 
try in Florida that their testimony at 
the hearing is very desirable. 


The California delegation in con- 


gress is making a strong effort 
to 


get 
adequate 
protection, for their 


greatest industry has not forgotten 
the effective campaign made by the 
Florida industry to get a federal ap- 
priation for the eradication of citrus 
canker 
The 
California 
delegation 


gave Florida the strongest support at 
that time, and Rep. Randal! was one 
of the most active in support of the 
Florida canker campaign.

American market will be invaded and 
surfeited with fruits dumped in her 
as the product of cheap labor. They 
say that this should not be allowed 
to come into contact with the Amer- 
ican fruits grown, harvested and mar- 
keted with labor which is supported 
according to American standards of 
living.

wide main street and remarkably fine 
paving, and there, are some excellent 
hotels. There are also two fine banks 
and business houses and nifty garages 
that denote considerable activity in 
business lines. 


Less than three mites to the south

IMMEDIATE REPAIRS 


TO BRIDGE ORDERED 


CHAIRMAN OF COUNTY BOAR* 


ORDERS BRIDGE CLOSED BUT 


LATER MODIFIES THE CLOSING 


ORDER. 


Following an inspection by J. A. 


Mortland, engineer for the state hf§k- 
way department, the bridge across 
the Indian river to Coronado, 
as 


well as all the wooden bridges spa»- 
ning the Halifax river at Daytona. 
were ordered closed 
to traffic by 


Chairman J. A. Reilly of the boar* 
of county commissioners, the state 
engineer declaring the bridges unsaf* 
for traffic. 


Realizing that the closing of th» 


bridge to Coronado meant the prac- 
tical cutting off of the beach at New 
Smyrna, several citizens from 
this 


city went to Daytona Monday night 
to discuss the matter with Chairman 
Reilly and the state engineer and ob- 
tained a modification of the order to 
close the Coronado bridge. 
Under 


this agreement immediate repairs are 
to be mf.de to the bridge, repairs 
suggested by the state engineer, only 
light traffic is to be permitted over 
the 
bridge and only one vehicle 


passing over it at a time, at a speed 
of not over five miles an hour. These 
repairs were started yesterday and 
will be carried through to comple- 
tion as rapidly as possible. 


The closing of the Coronado bridge 


at this time would be a serious handi- 
cap to the beach business and would 
work a hardship on the residents of 
New Smyrna, who take their recrea- 
tion in trips to the beach during these 
hot days for a dip in the ocean. 


The report of Engineer Mortland 


and the committee of citizens named 
to act with him in estimating the 
price which should be paid for the 
bridges, as well as an estimate of the 
cost of building new bridges, has now 
been completed and submitted to the 
board of county commissioners.

LAW ON WEARING OF 


U. S. ARMY UNIFORM 


Owing to the many requests that 


ha\e been received by the war de- 
partment from honorably discharged 
soldiers regarding wearing oE the uui- 
fprm on special occasions, the depart- 


,ent calls attention to the law gov- 


erning the matter, which follows. 


"Any 
person who served in the Unit- 


ed States army, navy or marine corps 
in the present war may, upon hon- 
orable discharge and return to civil 
life, permanently retain one complete 
suit of outer 
uniform clothing, in- 


cluding the overcoat and such articles 
of personal apparel and equipment as 
may be authorized, respectively by the 
secretary ot war or the secretary of 
the navy," and may wear such uniform 
clothing after such discharge: Pro- 
vided, that the uniform above refer- 
red to shall include some distinctive 
mark or insigna to be prescribed, re- 
spectively by the secretary of war or 
the secretary of the navy, such mark 
or insignia to be issued, respectively 
by the war department or navy de- 
partment to all enlisted personnel so 
discharged. 
The word 'navy' shall 


include the officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the coast guard who have 
served with the navy during the pres- 
ent war. 


"That the provisions of this act shall 


apply to all persons who served in 
the United States army, navy or ma- 
rine corps during the present war, 
honorably discharged since April 6, 
1917. And in cases where such cloth- 
ing and uniforms have been restored 


ing of the commissioners next week 
and preliminary steps toward arrang- 
ing for a vote in tie connty on the 
question of issuing bonds for the pur- 
chase of the bridges or building »«w 
ones, will be taken at that time.

Statement by Commissioner 


C. M. Rogers. C. E., o{ Daytona, 


working under J. A. Mortland, chief 
engineer of the state road department, 
inspected the New Smyrna-Coronado 
bridge Tuesday and found the bridge 
in such condition as to demand im- 
mediate repairs, and recommended 
that the bridge be closed Considering 
what it would mean to the people of 
Xe\v Sra>rna and Coronado to close 
the bridge at this time. I took up the 
matter with the chief engineer, and 
secured Irom him plans Jor the im- 
mediate repairs that would be neces- 
sary tor the safety of the public, the 
engineer agreeing to allow the bridge 
,o remain open provided the repairs 
were made and the passage of only 
one automobile at a time be allowed 
over the bridge, and at a speed not 
eo exceed five miles per hour. 


The matter of repairs was 
taken 


up with W. E. Connor and it is ex- 
pected that the repairs will be made 
af once. 


The bridge is in bad condition, but 


if the restrictions placed on traffic 
are observed, there will be no acci- 
dents. 


The work will not materially inter- 


fere with traffic.

"Fish is not filling" said a business 


man the other day. "It's all right for 
a light luncheon, but somehow I never 
feel that it is really nutritious For 
real food give me good old beef." 


That man needs educating He 


should know some of the simple facts 
stated by H. F. Taylor, a scientist of 
the bureau of fisheries, who tells us 
that pound for pound there is nearly 
if not quite as much protein in fish 
meat as in beefsteak. Oily fish, like 
shad, herring and eels, are especially 
nutritious, affording a large quantity 
«f fat as well as protein. Fish roes 
contain more protein than beef, with 
some fat. Fish meat is quite as easily 
digested as other meat, and is a salt- 
ble form of protein for sedentary 
workers. 


Practically every fish taken from 


pure water is fit to eat, the only ob- 
jection being to some varieties being 
toughness and coarse texture, which 
can be remedied by proper cooking.
